G.S.R. 595.- — The following draft of certain rules further to , amend the Air- 
craft Rules, 1937, which the Central Government proposes to make, In exercise of 
the powers conferred by section 5 of the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 1934), Is hereby 
published, as required by section 14 of the said Act, for the information of alt 
persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said draft 
will be taken Into consideration on or after the 1st July, 1970. 

2. Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the draft before the date so specified will be considered by the Central 
Government. 


Draft Rules 

1. These rules may be called the Aircraft ( Amendment) Rules, 1970. 

2- In the Aircraft Rules, 1937 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), after 
rule 134, the following rules shall be inserted, namely: — 

“135. Filing of tariff showing fares, rates and charges — 

(1) Every operator of an air transport service operating in accordance with 

rule 134 shall file with the Director-General a tariff showing fares, rates* 
and charges In Indian currency for air transportation between points 
served by It and points served by any other operator when through- 
service and through rates had been established. 

(2) Such tariffs shall be filed at least one month In advance of their intro- 

duction and shall be published In such form and manner and contain 
such Information as may be prescribed by the Director-General from 
time to time. 
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(3) The Director-General may, for reasons to be recorded in writing reject 
any tariff so filed under this rule and a*y» -tariff so rejected shall 
ineffective. 

135-A. Levy of fixed fares, rates and charges— 

(1) No operator shall charge or demand or colleet or receive any greater 

or less or different compensation for air transportation or for any 
service connected therewith other than the approved F-ras, rites or 
charges. 

(2) No operator shall, in any manntr or by any cie /'ce directly or indirectly 

or through any agent or broker or otherw ; s?, refund or remit any 
portion of me approved fares, rates end charges or enter..! to any 
person any prhiirr.es or facilities with reme-t to matters required 
by the Director General, to be specified in tariffs under rule 135. 

135-B. Change in tariff of fares, rates and charges and production of records . — 

(1) No change shall be made in fares, rates and charges or in classification, 

rule, regulation or practice, affecting such fares, rates and charges or 
value of the service thereunder specified in any effective tariff except 
after previous approval iby the Director-General. 

(2) An application for such changes shall be made to the Director-General 

at least 90 days in advance. 

(3) The Director-General may revise or disallow any changes. 

(4) The revised tariff shall, after approval by the Director-General, be 

published in such form and manner as may be prescribed under rule 
135. 

(5) All or any of the records relating to tariff required to be maintained 

under these rules shall, on demand, bv the Director-Gen°ral or any 
of the officers authorised by him. by a general or special order, in 
writing, be produced for inspection. 

135-C Appeal . — Any operator of an air transport service aggrieved by an 
order of the Director-General under sub-rule (3) of rule 135 or 
under sub-rule (3) of rule 135-B mav, within a period of thirty days 
from the date of any such order, prefer an appeal to the Central 
Government and the decision of the Central Government on such 
appeal shall be final.”

on the basis of merit, with due regard to seniority of permanent 
officers of Grade I who have rendered not less than three years’ 
approved service in that Grade. 

(3) Vacancies in Grade I shall be filled by selection on the basis of merit, 

with due regard to seniority of permanent officers of the Section 
Officers’ Grade who have rendered not lees than ten years’ approved 
service in that Grade. The length of the approved service .specified 
under this sub-rule may be relaxed in individual cases, with the con- 
currence of the Commission: 


Provided that, if any person appointed to the Section Officers’ Grade before 
the appointed day is considered for promotion to Grade I under this sub-rule, all 
persons senior to him in that Grade before that day shall also be so considered, 
notwithstanding that they may not have rendered 10 years’ approved service in 
that grade: 

Provided further that an officer of Grade I of the Railway Board Secretariat 
Stenographers’ Service appointed to the Section Officers’ Grade against the Steno- 
graphed quota before the appointed day who ranks senior to any of the perma- 
nent Section Officers eligible to be considered for promotion to Grade I of the 
Railway Board Secretariat Service under the first proviso shall also he eligible 
to be considered for such promotion notwithstanding that he may not have been 
substantively appointed to the Section Officers’ Grade. 


(4) Substantive appointments to the Selection Grade, Deputy Directors’ 
Grade and Grade I shall be made in the order of seniority of tempo- 
rary officers of the respective grade except when, for reasons to be 
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recorded in writing, a person is not considered fit for such appoint- 
ment in his turn, 


Note 1.— For the purpose of this rule, in the caBe of officers of Grade I of the 
Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service appointed to the Section Officers’ 
Grade under sub-rule (3) of rule 9, ‘approved service’ in the Section Officers’ 
Grade shall include the period of approved service in Grade I of the Railway 
Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service. 


Note 2. — In the case of persons included in the Select List for the Section 
Officers' Grade, ‘approved service’ for the purpose of this rule shall count from 
the 1st July of the year in which the names of the officers are Included in the 
Select List. In the case of the direct recruits to the Section Officers’ Grade, such 
service shall count from the 1st July of the year following the year of the com- 
petitive examination on the results of which they have been recruited provided 
that where there is a delay of more than three months in the appointment of any 
candidate, such delay is not due to any fault on his part.”;
